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A Strange People 


Russian Exploration Party Makes 
. Interesting Discovery In Siberla 


Discovery of a strange race of peo- 
ple who make a habit of smoking 
from the cradle to the grave, and 
who live on a steady diet of animal 
fat during the winter to keep them- 
selves warm is reported by a Rus- 
sian exploration party. 

Known as the Udeke tribe, these 
people inhabit the vast virgin wood- 
lands of coastal Siberia, They live in: 
crude dwellings built of branches ot 
trees and bark, and they use leaves 
and skins as covering. 

According to the Russian explorers 
the total number of the tribe is not 
more than 1,300. As they have no 
means of recording events, the his- 
tery of their origin cannot be learn- 
ed, but it is presumed that they were 
driven out of Manchuria and Mon- 
golia several hundred years ago. 

Although secluded, they are not 
shut off entirely from the rest of 
the world. Russians, Buriats 
Korean farmers live in the 
valleys of the rivers in which they’ 
fish, and contact with these neigh- 
bors is indicated by the finding of 
firearms among the Mongol tribe.

Homesteading In Northern Alberta 
This Year Has Been 
Unprecedented 


The land rush to Northern Alberta 
continues apace. It {g reported by 
the Edmonton. offices of the Cana- 
dian National Railways Colonization 
‘Department that approximately 1,- 
000 new settlers with capital aggre- 
galing more than one million dollars, 
had gone into the Peace River coun- 
try and Northern Alberta since the 
first of the year and up to the first 
week of April. It is estimated that 
during April alone nearly 1,500 set- 
tlers will settle in these districts. 
During the period of April 1st to 
15th, a total of 312 settlers with 
capital totalling $170,000 went to the 
Peace River Disrict. Among these 
was one man with $20,000 capital, 
another with $14,000 and another 
with $12,000. : 

During the first quarter of the 
year 400,000 acres of government 
land were taken up by homesteaders 
in the four western provinces, an in- 
‘crease of nearly 100,000 acres over 
,the same period of last year. In the 
|pcriod mentioned, 186 homesteads 
| were taken in Manitoba, 994 in Sas- 
i katchewan, 1277 in Alberta, and 96 
in British Columbia. Homesteading

ESTIMATES FOR 
DEFENCE MEET 
WITH OPPOSITION 


Ottawa.—Canada had denounced 
war as a national policy and for this 
reason it was inconsistent that the 
estimates in the department of na- 
tional defence should show an in- 
crease, declared Miss Agnes Mac-| 
Fhail, Progressive member for South 
Feast Grey, in the House of Commons. 

Miss MacPhail was emphatic in 
opposition to the national defence 
estimates and during the considera- 
tion of cadet services moved an 
amendment to reduce the amount of 
the appropriation from $500,000 to 
$1. The amendment was defeated 
56 to 15. a 

The only woman member of par: 
liament declared she would like to 
see Canadians take the stand that 
war should be forever abandoned. 

J. S. Woousworth, Labor, Winni-. 
peg North Centre, complained that 
| the supplementary estimates would 
bring the total for the department to 
more than $21,000,000. While it was 
true lhat only a few reckless adven- 
turers or ruthless profiteers would 
deliberately attempt to foster an- 
other war, a conflict was quite possi- 
ble so long as conditions remained 
as they were. The pile up debts ot 
the last war constituted all the me- 
morials Canada needed. 

Mr. Woodsworth declared that as 
the militia estimates amounted to 
$20,000,000 he did not think it would 
be too much to ask that $200,000 be 
spent on peace.

AGENTS 10 U. S. 


Ottawa. —- Trade and commerce 
estimates “buy from the countries 
which buy from us.” That was the 
slogan which Conservative members 
of the. House of Commons urged 
when estimates of the department of 
trade and commerce were under re-~ 
view. The debate covered a very wide 
field. It took in the new United 
States tariff, the opportunities of 
trade with the countries of South 
America and methods of advertising 
Canada abroad. 


The comparative advantages of 2 
foreign trade and a domestic trade 
brought on a discussion which event- 
ually ended in an argument on the 
tariff. However, the estimates pilot- 
ed by Hon. James Malcolm, minister 
of trade and commerce, seemed 
fairly satisfactory to all parties and 
moved through with reasonable 
facility. 

The announcement by the minister 
that two new trade commissioners 
were heing located in the United 
States brought the first opposition. 
Conservative speakers insisled that 
if the new tariff act of the United 
States became law, Canadian trade 
commissioners could bring more re- 
sults almost anywhere else’ than 
stationed in that fruitful field for 
trade expansion. 

“During the past five years,” sald 
Hon. R. B. Bennett, Conservative 
leader, “we have every evidence that 
when Canadian manufactured goods 
have found a market in the United 
States, that marketghas been closed 
to them by the United States tariff, 
either by changing the classification 
or by @ presidential proclamation un- 
der their elastic tariff provisions. That 
their elastic tariff provisions. That 
was the intention of the tariff act of 
the United States. It was put there 
for that purpose. Therefore let us de- 
vote our time and energy to other 
marlets.” 

He endorsed a preceding speech 
by Alfred Speakman (U.F.A.), Red 
Deer), that greater efforts be madu 
in South America. The people ot 
South America would, other thirga 
being equal, rather trade with Can- 
ada than perhaps any other country. 

Mr. Bennett also urged that more 
time and effort should be exp2nded 
to cultivate home markets and part 
of the trade with Canadian consum- 
ers which annually made necessary 
the importation of  $1,390.909,900 
worth of foreign goods. 

The United States, he said, was 
not going to allow Canada to invade 
its markets. Canada should ireep her 
own markets free from foreign coms 
petition.
